The average American has 
about 10 ons filled 
each year. over the age of 
65 go to the pharmacist with a 
Hew prescription an average of 
23 times each year, according to 
the federal _ governments’ 
Medical Expenditure Panel 
Survey. With the large volume 
of prescriptions, not counting 
the over-the-counter medica- 
tions you may be taking, making 
sure you ‘are taking the fight 
medication at the right time can 
be a difficult task. .Even more 
difficult is remembering which 
pills you take and for what rea- 
son when you go to the doctor or 
the hospital.

It's not often.in life that you 
run into ‘something that you can 
truly consider a win-win situa- 
tion; but’ the purchase. of an 
Alabama © Lifetime Hunting 
and/or Fishing. License’ could 
definitely be considered one. 

Once purchased, a. lifetime 
license is valid for the life of the 
license’ holder, even if, they 
move out of state. 

Alabama offers three types of 
lifetime licenses, ‘or any combi- 
nation thereof, that residents 
may choose to purchase. A 
Lifetime Hunting | License 
($300) allows a purchaser’ to 
hunt all legal game animals. A 
separate Alabama Waterfowl 
Stamp and Federal Duck Stamp 
are also required when hunting 


waterfowl. Additionally a 
Wildlife ' Management Area 
License is required when hunt- 
ing on any of Alabama’s 36 
Wildlife Management Areas. A 


Lifetime Freshwater ‘Fishing 


License’ ($150) allows: the pur- 
chaser to fish in public, freshwa- 
ter streams or lakes in Alabama. 
A. Lifetime Saltwater Fishing 
License ($250) would allow a 
purchaser to fish in any brackish 
or saltwater areas in Alabama’s 
Territorial Waters.

before we crossed the stréet.. Were deer to pass along similar advice 
to their young, they’d modify their version. to” “Stop; look, ‘listen 
and smell for humans.” 

If you are one of the thousands of hunters who have failed to con- 
nect with a buck because they were winded well before they were 
aware of their quarries approach, you may want. to consider using an 
attractant or cover scent. | 

Over forty-five years ago; or my first deer hunt a cousin’told me 
to rub pine needles over my clothes, boots and hat. I didn’t get-a 
buck that)day but several does came within 10 yard of me, [became 
a believer in'coyer scents that day. 

Pine needles, crushed acorns, sassafras, and other readily ayail- 
able natural scents. are ‘still free for. the taking. But deer hunters 
today have a much more varied selection of commercial’ scents to 
choose from than did hunters of 20 years ago. A walk through the 
scent section of a sporting goods store can leavé’you more confused 
than ever as to what scents to choose, There are urines, both ‘real 
and synthetic, along with candles, wafers, gels wicks, and poppers. 
The number of different cover scents is enough to boggle the mind. 
You can find bottled pine, acorn, sassafras, squirrel, skunk, and fox 
cover scents, 

The first thing to do before applying that cover scent is,to take a 
good bath with an odor free soap or baking soda. Just make sure 
that the cover scents you use matches the local vegetation. It does 
little good to be in the middle of a'swamp near a beaver pond and 
apply, a pine scent) when there isn't @ pine tree for some distance. 
Here acorn, Or earth scent would be a good choice if using natural 
scents. Pine, or,cedar is good if these trees are growing close to 
your stand. 

Be sure to wash your hair with an odor free soap also. Body 
cleansérs ‘such as the ones used by hospitals to: combat bacteria 
growth on patients are a good choice: Hunters can make themselves 
almost odorless for three to four hours after bathing. After this time, 
odor-causing bacteria begins to grow and our body odor increases, 
The more activity we subject ourselves to the more we perspire and 
the odor increases. 

Remember to fuel up the hunting yehicle the night before, as 
gasoline or diesel fuel or your cloths will have about the same.effect 
as if you were playing a base drum while sitting:in your stand. 

Covering one’s scent isn't rocket science, but it does require a lit- 
tle effort. Pine needles rubbed over the clothes from cap to boots 
still works, so does handfuls of crushed acorns and'decayed humus, 
Just remember to apply that cover scents before entering the woods, 

that way you will see more antlers than “flags”.

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Coffee County Commission 
approves new garbage rates
